To Accept Packages for Parcels Post 
Service---Big Business Expected 
by the Postal Authorities. 


Washington, January 1, 1913.—As the

1913, Postmaster General Hitchcock in- 
augurated a new era in the American 
postal service by depositing in the 
Washington postoffice the first pack- 
, domestic 
parcels post service. The strokes of

ages,’ and handed in the official “first 
package.” At the same moment the 
parcels post service was opened for 
business in every postoffice in ‘the 


United tSates open at that hour. 


Cup in First Package. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock’s 
package. contained a silver loving 
cup enclosed in a stout box. The 
package was addresseq to E. M. Mor- 
Postmaster of the City of New 
York, and after it has made its journey 
to New York, it will be sent back to 
Washington to be engraved ang pre- 
sented in the National Museum to com- 
memorate the inauguration of the par- 
Gels post service. The postmaster gen- 
eral paid for 27 cents worth of stamps 
affixed to the package, which weighed 
about 2 pounds. Of this 17 cents was 
for regular postage and 10 cents for 
“insurance,” or registration. 

In the regular course of the mails 
the package would be placed on board 
a train leaving Washington at 2:45 
m. 

Elaborate preparations had been 
made by the postoffice department for 
the inauguration of the new service 
throughout the country. The post- 
meeter general set aside $300,000 from 
a $750,000 appropriated by congress

Prosperity of 1912 Proved by 
Two Reports 


Receipts from the Clearing House as- 
sociation and from the postoffice show 
that Atlanta has just finished one of 
the most prospercus years in her his- 
tory, 

Announcement was made at 1! 
o'clock Tuesday morning that the 
clearings for 1912 were $691,941,254.20, 
an increase of $38,810,833.85 over 1911, 
when the figures were $653,120,420.35. 

At the postoffice the official figures 
have not yet been given out, but it is 
estimated that the increase will be 
about $90,000. The receipts for 1911 
were $13,164,724.54, while those for 1912 
are estimated at $1,253,624.63, which 
would give a difference in favor of 
the year just ended of $88,802.09. 

Why Receipts Are Not Larger. 

The postoffice gain would have been 
larger but-for the fact that there were 
removed from Atlanta to small towns 
for publication some periodicals which 
ceased mailing matter in Atlanta to- 
ward the close of this year. 

So fast has the business of Atlanta’s 
postoffice been growing that already 
the new building has been declared too 
smatl—a building that was completed 
only three years ago and believed then 
to be fully large enough for the post- 
office business for some years to come.

ANGERS. CASTRO 
AND HE MOVES 


Deposed Dictator Now Refuses 
to Enter United States, 


BACK TO EUROPE AT ONCE 


Desiring His Presence. 


New York, December 31.—General 
Cipriano Castro, one-time ‘terror of 
Venezuela,” and defier of the civilized 
world, declineg to stay in the United 
States owing to the official attitude 
adopted toward him on his. arrival 
from France today on board the 
French liner La Touraine. 

When the Touraine was steaming up 
the bay* with the former president of 
the South American republic an in- 
tended visitor to these shores, Castro 
was taken off by immigzation officials 
and taken to Ellis islandthat it might 
be decided whether he was an unde- 
sirable. 

Treatment Angers Castro. 7 

Angered at the treatment accorded 
him, General Castro expressed a de- 
sire to return at once. His wish was 
that he be allowed to go to Germany 
instéad of France, whence he. had 
come. He refused to accept any mail, 
telegrams or newspapers or to receive 
visitors, although some of his family 


connections and old friends tried to 


greet him. a 

Long before the customs officers 
boarded the vessel at quarantine the 
former dictator was told he was an 
unwelcome visitor. 

The cutter Immigrant, carrying In- 
spector Dabler and two assistants, 
picked up La Touraine down the bay 
and the officers boardeq her and in- 
formed Castro that he was to come 
with them to Ellis island instead of 
proceeding on the liner to her dock. 

Arrived at Ellig island, Castro un- 
derwent a medical inspection and the 
physicians pronounced his condition as 
satisfactory. The inspection, a thor- 
ough one, was conducted by Dr. 
Sprague and Dr. Stoner. 
it’ more or less good humoredly, and 
was on the best of terms with the doc- 
tors with whom he afterwards had 
lunch. 

Considered Himself a Prisoner. 

Then he was conducted to a private 
room, but separated from his com- 
panion, a young Algerian, who has 
been with him for several years, and 
whé was allowed to entér the United 
States without further trouble. In re- 
ply to a request for an interview, he 
said: 

“o,I amaprisoner, andso lon gas I 
am not liberated I refuse to say any- 
thing.”’

Since 1908 Castro Has Been a Wan- 
derer, No Country in the World: 


Castro took. 
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JUDGE W. A. LITTLE 
ILL IN SANITARIUM 


Condition of Former U. S. As- 
sistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Is Critical. 


William <A. Little, one ‘of Georgia's’ 
most distinguished jurists and a for- 
mer assistant attorhey general of the 
United States, is critically ill at the 
Etkin-Goldsmith sanitarium.*=* ~ 

Judge Little is 74 years’ of ag8, and 
his illness is due to infirmities of 
old age. In addition, some two months 
ago a slight wound on his hand be- 
came infected, giving him much trou- 
ble, and he was recently removed to 
Atlanta from his home in Columbus for 
treatment, and also to be near his son, 
John D. Little, a vrominent lawyer. 

Few men have been so long or s0 
eventful a career as Judge Little. Born 
during the formative period of his 
State, he was actively identified with 
its growth. He p.ussed through the 
trying days of var, rising to the rank 
of captain of cavalry, and taking a 
prominent. part in numerous engage- 
ments. Then, with reconstruction, he 
was plunged back into work, becom- 
ing a member of the constitutional 
convention of. 1877 and holding many 
responsible positions. 

Besides being solicitor general of. the 
Chattahoochee circuit, judge of the su- 
perior courts of the same circuit, and 
attorney general of Georgia, he was. 
assistant attorney general of the 
United States in 1896, jresigning to be- 
come, justice of the supreme court of 
Georgia, which he, held until 1902. 

For the past several years Judge 
Little has been practically retired from 
public life, reaping the fruits of his 
labors in a quie* life at his home place 
admired and loved by thousands of 
Georgians, to whom the news of his 
critical illness will be a real sorrow. 


CHAMPAGNE NIGHT 


Meaner Fluids Barred—There 
Was Also Kissing and Plen- 
ty of High Kicking. 


Chicago, January 1.—The new year 
was welcomed in Chicago with the 
usual uproar of horns, whistles and 
bells; the streets downtown were 
crowded with singing and shouting 
merrymakers, and in hotels and cafes 
champagne flowed freely. 

In spite of the fact that a committee 
of clergymen and social reform -.work- 
ers had protested against Chief of Po- 
lice MceWeeny’s order that cafes and 
hotels might sell liquor up to 3 a. m., 
and had threatened to post detectives 
in the principal cafes to note law vio- 
lations, the celebration seemed louder, 
longer, noisier and less restrained tha 
ever. If any detectives of the reform 
very long in 
any of the big cafes they had to buy 
champagne, as no meaner fluid was al- 
lowed to be sold by the managers. 

“Don't go too far,” was Chief Me- 
Weeny’s principal caution, and. the 
cafe crowds put a liberal interpreta- 
tion on “too far.” McWeeny also tis- 
sued a dictum against dancing on 
tabies, kissing, high kicking, drinking 
rom slippers and other such new year 
gaieties, but in some places little heed 
was paid to this order.

Fifty-Fire Murders and Kill- 
Ings Occurred in Atlanta 
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Many of the Murders Are Still Mat- 
ters of Mystery---Complete List 
of the Crimes. 


Tragedy stalked freely in Atlanta 
during 1912 and, in proportion to the 
alarming increase among the ranks 
of the pistol-toter, fifty-five homicides 
have occurred in the year, an uD- 
precedented record since the war 
period. : 

Fifty-five deaths due to violence! 
This is an average of more than one 
a week—more than the city of Lon- 
don, with its millions of people. 

Thirty-two of this number were 
shot. Seven were killed by police- 
men. Thirty-seven of the slain were 
negroes. -This number includes the 
five negro women for whose deaths 
the police blame the uncaught “Jack- 
the-Ripper,” wno terrorized the negro 
section during the last of 1911 and 


early part of 1912. 

The startling growth of “gunmen” 
‘is vividly shown in the figures of 
police court; 3/6 pistol toters were 
bound over by Recorder Broyles. 
Two hundred and sixty-three of the 
gun carriers were negroes. Forty 
per cent of those arreste’ for the 
crime were minors, and a deplorable 
number were under. the age of “48. 
Fifty or more were women, \

The merchants of Atlanta who ex- 
pect to greatly increase their mail or- 
der business by the operation of the 
patcels post, which begins operation 
today, are very enthusiastic at the 
outlook. and predict great things for 
Atlanta in a business way. They say 
they do not see why Atlanta should 
not be immensely benefited; that the 
territory is open and all the merchants 
of the city have to do is to reach out 
and take advantage of the parcels 
post. They look for an increase of 
business over a very wide territory 
and most of them have already made 
preparations to get in touch with 
prospective customers, 

The following interviews, obtained 
from some of the leading retail mer- 
chants of the city, will show how the 
operation of the parcels post is re- 
garded in Atlanta: 

Expects Great Results, 

W. Henry Brittian, of the J. M. High 
company: “I look for great things 
when the parcels post law goes into 
effect on January 1. The new pro- 
vision for handling parcels ‘will bene- 
fit both merchants and customers. 
We will be able to ship packages for 
about one-third ,of the present cost 
to the purchaser. I look for the par- 
cels post to cause the express com- 
panies to make cuts im rates, and 
When this is done the merchants of 
Atlanta will be able to get their gouds 
shipped much cheapér from the east 
and the merchants of this city pay 
out thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars to the express company: Atlanta 
is blessed With a good business ter~t- 
tory and the. parcels post is sure, in 
my opinion, to help develop it. At- 
lanta has been doing a fine mail order 
business for the past few years and a 
cheaper rate on packages Cannot but 
increase that line. of business, We 
expect good results and are alread 
preparing for it.” ‘ 

Business Waiting for Merchants. 

Beaumont Davison, of the Davison- 
Paxon-Stokes company: “The  busi- 
ness is there, the parcels post opens 
up @ great opportunity, so all there 
is to do is to go out after the trade. I 
believe Atlanta should have a mer- 
chants’ assdelation which will look 
after nothing but the mail order bus!l- 
ness, now that the parcels post is to 
go into operation January 4. We can 
compete with any cities in the east or 
the west. There is no city in this 
country which can show a better line 
of goods than Atlanta and we have an 
excellent territory to draw from. I 
believe the parcels post will give At- 
lanta the greatest business boost the 
city has had in many years, if the 
merchants do not sit idle and let some 
other more enterprising city get hold 
of the trade. Organization, cO-Opera- 
tion, the Atlanta spirit backed by the 
parcels post will work wonders in a 
business way.” 

Will Increase Mai] Order Business, 

lL. J. Daniel, of Daniel Bros. 
company: “While I have not had 
much opportunity to fully study 
the situation, I think I ean safely say 
that the parcels post is going to do 
much in the way of building up At- 
lanta’s mall order business. I think 
just as soon as the new law gets to 
working well that the government 
should then take over the express 
business. When an Atlanta merchant 
can ship goods to customers at about 
one-third of the former rate it follows 
aS a natural Dusiness sequence that 
trade will increase. It may not take 
a sudden jump, but as fast as out-of- 
town customers get famillar with the 
new order of things, trade wil] get 
better and better. Atlanta Is fixed 
geographically to do a large mail or- 
der business and I believe we have the 
business intelligence and the capital 
to take advantage of the opportunity 
now offered by the parcels post.” 

Ready for the Trade. 

Charles A. Smith, manager Jacobs’ 
Pharmacy: “We felt so gure that At- 
lanta was to-reap a rich reward from 
the parcels post that we have already 
got our business in shape to meet the 
growing trade. We have prepared 
circulars giving the rates of postage 
on parcels for different zOnes and we 
have ordered specially ' made boxes 
which will be ready for our shipments 
by parcels post. The new provision of 
Uncle Sam opens a wider field of 
trade and the prospects, I think, were 
never better for our merchants to Be-- 
cure a large mail order business. That 
business has been very good for some 
time, but the Cheaper rates On pack- 
ages is bound to’ increase that busi- 
ness. It is a great opportunity and 
all we have to do is sell the goods.” 

Good Business Proposition. 

Robert E. O’Donnelly,. of the Keely 
company: “The parcels post being a 
new thing fer Atlanta, of course ne 
man can tell absolutely how it is g0- 
ing to work, but as a business proposti- 
tion it looks to me lke a mighty 
good thing for our city. While some 
' parcels post 
may open up our territory to the mai] 
order houses In the east and west, I 
cannot agree with them, for the east 
and west have already been trying to 
get the trade. This city has the goods 
and the\prices and the cheap rates 
offered by the Parcels post will surely 
bring good results if the merchants do 
not g0 to sleep. I look for a large in- 
crease in the mail order business from 
Atlanta, for I believe our merchants 
will be equal to the occasion.” 

Will Give Trade a Boost. 

Lucien W. York, general ma 
M. Rich Bros. & Co.: “With pon gates 
parcel post law going into effect on 
January 1, it looks as if Atlanta is 
going to get one good thing just after 
another, for we have just had a most 
excellent Christmas trade and the Par- 


cel post will, in my judgment, give] 


trade a boost and keep it going. There 
are @ great many people living’ tn 
cities and towns accessible to Atlanta 
who would rather trade in this city 
provided shipping rates are low 
enough. The parcel post will give the 
rates and it only remains for our mer.

James P. Allen of J. P. Allen & Co.: 
“IT am expecting good results in At- 
lanta from the parcel post. It means 
a chance for the people in the smaller. 
towns and cities to get their goods 
shipped from Atlanta by the post with 
cheap rates and prompt delivery. At- 
lanta is surrounded by a network of 
prosperous towns and they will, every 
one, I believe, trade with the mer- 
chants of Atlanta. All we will have 
to do will be to get busy and the in- 
crease in the mail order business will 
certainly follow. I believe this so 
strongly that I am now ready to serve 
customers by the first delivery of the 
parcel post going out of the city.” 

Will Bring the Cheap Rates. 

Lloyd B. Parks, of the Parks-Cham- 
bers-Hardwick company: “The parcel 
post is sure to mean much to large 
cities that. have a good territory from 
which to draw trade. There {s no 
city in the country that can do a bet- 
ter mail order business than Atlanta 
with cheap enough rates. The cheap 
rates will come with the parcel post 
and the increase in business is just 
as certain to follow as the old Atlan- 
ta spirit is to let no golden opportu- 
nity escape. I feel sure that the mer- 
chants of this city will ‘strike while 
the iron is hot,’ ‘make hay while the 
sun shines’ and carry out all other 
necessary business adages when they 
have the parcel post.” 

Appears to Be Very Bright. 

J. Calvin Stanford, of the Cloud- 
Stanford company: “The outlook to 
Atlanta from the operations of the 
parcel post law appears to me to be 
very bright. It is simply a business 
proposition—an opportunity to ship 
customers goods at cheaper rates than 
we have had before, and cheaper rates 
always should mean more trade. Of 
course, much may depend upon. the 
zeal and thrift displayed by merchants 
who want to increase their mail order 
business. It is an opportunity kmock-: 
ing at Atlanta’s door, and we do not 
generally allow such opportunities to 
g§0 by unheeded.” 

E. R. DuBose, of the Chamberlin- 
Johnson-DuBose company: “I have not 
had time or occasion to study out tne 
workings of the parcel post. It is 
something new to us and we will all 
have to try it a while before we Can 
say what the results will be.” 


Should Mean Big Increase. 


B. J. Eilseman, of Eiseman Bros.: 
“The parcel post shoild mean a DiS 
increase in: the mail order business of 
«the city. When a merchant can say 
to a customer that he can ship goods 
for rates. much lower than they have 
been formerly it is an appeal which 
should’ never fail to get an order. I 
look for great things from the parcel 
post, for it will prove beneficial to 
both seller and customer.” 

William W. Orr, of the George Muse 
Clothing company: “The year 1915. 
although it holds the unlucky 13, will 
prove very lucky to Atlanta with the 
inauguration of the parcel post, for 
if I am not very badly mistaken the 
parcel post will result in a very big 
increase in the mail order business. 
For some years gur city has been mak- 
ing strong efforts to secure a large 
mail order business, and nothing, in 
my opinion, has happened to help 
bring about that increase more quick- 
ly and effectually than the parcel 


post.”

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prehensive plan for handling the new 
service and the estimates for appro- 
priations to conduct the service dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. Several! 
postmasters already. have reported 
that large department stores and mall 
order houses in the big cities have 
signified their intention of using the 
parcels post for local deliveries to re- 
‘place local express companies and 
private service. On the extent of this 
character of business will depend, to 
a great degree, the size of the force 
and equipment necessary to handle 
the additional business to be done by 
the postoffice department. 

“Thig occasion marks the culmina- 
tion of years of work and development 
ang forecasts more work and devel- 
apment,” said Postmaster General 
Hitchcock as he turned in his package 
to Assistant Postmaster Robinson ind 
Superintendent of Reg ietry Granville 
Hunt, of the Jashington postoffice. 
The postmaster general desposited the 
first package under the fire of a bat- 
tery of cameras and moving picture 
machines, and as he turned away from 
the window he held an impromptu re- 
ception for the officials of the depart- 
ment who had accompanied him on his 
errand. 

Hope Increase Will Be Gradual. 

While 60,000 postoffices will become 
stations for the receipt of packages 
of mai] matter tomorrow, the great 
majority of them will be open only 
a few hours beca"se of the New Year 
holiday regulations. Officials of the 
department hope tha- the increase of 
package business will therefore be 
gradual and that ‘he postal system 
will be able to adapt itself to the de- 
mands of the new service before the 


end of the week.

BURNS RECORDS 
AND ILLS SELt 


Thomas Nall, Griffin Official, 
Ends Life With Bullet 


Believed Suicide Was Caused by 
Aged Clerk’s Resentment at Pro- 
posed Investigation. 


He wrote: 

“T am determined that my books 
shall never be,examined. I have 
checked and rechecked them, ang have 
found them absolutely correct. I am 
satisfied that no one else coulg have 
found anything wrong.” 

Then he added: , 

“But the horror of. it all, and the 
thing that causeqg me to determine on, 
this course, is the fear that I might, 
be stricken helpless and left a burden’ 
on those illy able to care for me.” 

Another sentence read: 

“I am very, very tired.” 

Labored Under Hallucination. 

Nall's friends are firm in their belief 
that he was simply laboring under 
the hallucination that he was suspect-'| 
ed of some possible wrong, and that 
this erroneous thought that his hon- 
esty and his long-useq system were 
questioned drove him to desperation 
ang to his tragic end. 

They say Nall suffered a. slight 
stroke of paralysis a short time ago, 
and since then seemed to fear that he 
would be stricken helpless and would 
have to be cared for by his’ three 
daughters. Nall was a widower. 

The first evidence as to the destruc- 
tion of the records was furnished in a 
confession to the finance committee by 
Bill Holloway, negro janitor in the city 
hall.. He said that on Tuesday morn- 
ing, before the new administration 
took charge that night, Nall placed 
two books on the edge of the furnace 


door in the basement of the city hall 
and told him to push them into the 


furnace. He says he did So. —

They can think 
of but two reasons—a possible short- 
age which the aged clerk wished’ to 
carry with him as a secret to the grave, 
Or a resentment at having his books 
examined and a new system installed 
after he had conducted the affairs of 
his office honestly and successfully all] 
these years. 

No Shortage Expected. 

The latter view is taken by. many 
officlals who believe that this strange 
determination was superinduced by an 
abnormal mental condition. They say 
they are satisfied there ig no shortage 
in his accounts, and that the only loss 
the city will suffer’ will come from un- 
paid back taxes, which were listed in 
the missing records.

From first to last, Mr. Taft 
has followed what appeared to him to be 
the dictates of his conscience and his oath 
of office, and, rarely if ever, with regard 
to. political consequences. In the last 
analysis, he has chosen to play the part of 
& patriot, as he defined that word, rather 
than the part of a politician. . It is un- 
doubted that the interpretation of patriot- 
ism, as he saw it, did. not appeal to the 
majority of people in this country, specifi- 
cally with regard to his domestic policies. 
As concerns Mexico, it is likely that his 
omnipresent sanity has won approval from 
all save jingo sources. As for the rest— 
his tariff record, and his mistaken loyalty 
to poor advisers and cabinet impediments— 
the country overlooks that and praises his 
known honesty of purpose and his non- 
sectional construction of statesmanship.

A Scene Worthy of Reproduction - 


on Canvas.

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events and 
personalities of the past have been-collected 
by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years of 
more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country’s leaders since the civil 
war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh from 
Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in whole 
or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS OF 
YESTERDAY, garnered from the men who 
made the news—the history—or from equally 
authoritative sources. As important contri- 
butions of the “human interest” sort to 
American history, these articles have a dis- 
tinctive value all their own. 


One evening in the late winter of 1881 I 
spent an hour or two with Samuel J. Randall, 
then speaker of the lower house of congress. 
Mr. Randall knew that 
he would not be speaker 
of the next. house, for 
the republicans in the 
November election of the 
previous year had re- 
captured the house of 
representatives. There- 
fore, the next: speaker 
would be a republican. 
I dnferred from one or 
two things that Mr. 
Randall said that he. 
was convinced that at 
the next election of 
congressmen the _  de- 
would. again 
secure control, and I 
had no doubt from his 
manner that he was as- ; 
ae re-election as B. J. EDWARDS. 

“T have had a little .friction,”’ he said, 
“with one or two of the representtaives from 
the south since I have been speaker, and I 
presume they do not feel very friendly to- 
ward me. I have also incurred certain enmi- 
ties among the representatives from the 
north, although I do not think that these 
will be lasting. 

“One thing I take pride in, and that is 
that since I-have been speaker I have done 
everything that lay in my power to stimu- 
late a spirit of perfect reconciliation be- 
tween the north and the south. There must 
be such reconciliation before the prosperity 
of the country can be assured. 

“The other day,” continued Speaker Ran- 
dall, “I saw a picture in the house of repre- 
sentatives—a living picture—which I fer- 
vently wished could be reproduced upon can- 
vas and then in engravings or prints that 
would be inexpensive and that could be dis- 
tributed throughout the entire country. For 
to me that living picture typified the perfect 
spirit of reconcillation. 

“You. know that General Sherman has the 
privileges of the floor of the house now. He 
frequently drops -in and spends an hour or 
two greeting old friends. You must have ob- 
served, also, from your seat in the cor- 
respondence gallery, that General Joseph E. 
Johnston, who represents a Richmond dis- 
trict in the house, has a seat in the rear row 
on the democratic side, close by the great 
doors. 

“I have sometimes seen General Sherman 
and General Johnston sitting side by side

chatting pleasantly, but what I saw the other 


day was something more than a suggestion 
of pleasant acquaintance. ; 

“General Johnston was sitting in the end 
seat of the rear row. The next seat to him 
was vacant. The door opeged, and, looking 
up over his shoulder, he saw General Sher+ 
man enter. I could see the smile of ‘greeting 
on Johnston's face. He moved to the vacant 
seat. He motioned Sherman to take the seat 
he—Johnston—had just occupied. When 
Sherman sat down, these two veteran war- 
riors, who had been face to face from the 
beginning of Sherman’s march to the sea 
until the surrender of Johnston’s .army at 
Durham, N. C., shook hands cordially. I saw 
Johnston lean over, and Sherman, who was 
somewhat taller, bent his ear over that he 
might catch what his old antagonist had to 
say. Whatever it was, it pleased Sherman. 
In a moment he put his lips close to John- 
ston's face. As I saw them from my place 
at the speaker’s desk, these two grizzled vet- 
erans seemed almost to be in an affectionate 
embrace. 

“After a while Sherman

WHAT’S WRONG WITH THE LAW? 


People Will Support Judge Who Supports 
The Law, Declares Broyles. 


Editor Constitution: I read with much 
interest the editorial in Sunday's Constitu- 
tion on “Judges and Popular Elections.” In 
the main I agree with it, but when your cor- 
respondent, “A prominent member of the leg- 
islature, who is also one of the .best-known 
attorneys of north Georgia,” says that “the 
law will never be enforced by our superior 
court judges as long as they are elected by 
the people,’’ I must enter an exception—that 
is, #f the inference is, as I take it, that any 
judge who enforces the law will not be re- 
elected by the people. On the contrary, I 
firmly believe that any judge in Gebtrgia can 
and will be te-elected by the people, who 


fearlessly and impractically enforces the law, - 


and who, when his re-election comes around, 
frankly and boldly goes before the people of 
his judicial circuit, and, instead of apologiz- 
ing and trimming, tells them that he stands 
flat-footed for ‘the enforcement of the law, 
and that if re-elected he will continue to 
the utmost ‘of his ability, 
favor, to enforce the law. 

Of course, the lawless element in a com- 
munity will always oppose such a judge, and 
they can make a tremendous racket—much 
louder than that made by the quiet, law- 
abiding majority. 

A few “hit dogs” can do such a lot of yelp- 
ing that a timid judge may think the whole 
pack is after him, and then, if he hesitates or 
faiters, he is lest, but if he boldly snaps his 
fingers at them and goes serenely on doing 
his duty and enforcing the law he will find 
that their yelping has not harmed him.

Judge Edwards Tells How Governors Inter- 
fere With Enforcement of Law. 


Editor Constitution: I have just read your 
editorial in Sunday's Constitution in which 
you quote an attorney, a member of the leg- 
islature, as saying, “Before much can be done 
to stop crime in Georgia judges of the supe- 
rior courts must take a hand and enforce the 
law,” and that “this will never be done as 
long as judges are elected by the people.” 

This is a grave charge to make against 
any class of officials, and, if true, every pa- 
triotic Georgian should be aroused to the 
necessity of enacting a law that will strike 
at the evil and produce a remedy. This state- 
ment implies that the judges of the superior 
courts in Georgia refrain from enforcing the 
law to retain their office. If election by the 
people tends to the selection of weak men 
for these positions, who are too cowardly to 
do their duty, surely this sweeping charge 
should not be made against the men who 


‘now hold the office of superior court judge 


by a selection other than by direct vote of 
the people. 

I have no complaint at your editorial, for 
in your great fight for a betterment of con- 
ditions in this state you must deal with con- 
flicting views. I agree that there must- be 
some underlying cause in Georgia responsi- 
ble for such a disrespect for law and order 
as exists in this state. I think there are 
many causes contributing to this end, but 
your critic has not, in my judgment, hit upon 
the controlling one. He doubtless would have

The World’s Mysteries 
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Old Stone Tower 
at Newport. 


The Old Stone Tower at Newport, Rhode 
Island, is one of the most interesting relics 
in America. It is likewise one of the most 
mysterious. For two centuries antiquarians 
have been trying to figure out by whom it 
was built. It is as much of a quandary to- 
day as ever. 

There is no doubt that when it was con- 
structed it stood in the primeval forest of 
the rocky point upon which fashionable 
Newport is now built. Today it presents 
an awe-inspiring monument in the beauti- 
ful “City of Society” in the center of Truro 
Park, which divides old and new Newport. 

The Newport Tower is as peculiar a 
Structure as it is interesting. It is built 
entirely of stone, with its main body sup- 
ported by eight pillars. Between each pil- 
lar the stone work is arched, and above 
this architecture the tower is perfectly 
round with four openings which were un- 
doubtedly used as windows. The only evi- 
dence that might lead one to suppose that 
the tower was originally intended for oc- 
cupancy is a cutout in the stone work at 
the northern end, which, no doubt, was 
used as a fireplace. Undoubtedly at the 
top of these pillars there was at one time 
a floor, but this has now entirely disap- 
peared. How an entrance was effected to 
this upper room there is now no way of 
Knowing, but it was undoubtedly by means 
of a ladder. 

A belief that is pretty ‘general is that 
the toWer was built by the Norsemen. For 
many years historlans entertained no other 
idea. Palfrey, however, in his “History of 


New England,” shows quite conclusively 
that this old stone structure was nothing 
more nor less than an old stone mill, 
erected by Governor Arnold late in the sev- 
enteenth century, who in his will referred 
to it as “My old stone-built windmill.” 
“Without doubt,” says Dr. Palfrey, with 
peculiar force, “it is extraordinary that no 
record exists of so singular an edifice by 
early English inhabitants of Rhode Island. 
But it would be much more strange that 
the first English settlers should not have 


mentioned the fact if, on their arrival, they 


had found a vestige of a former civilization 
so different from anything else within their 
view.” 


Besides, the harbor of Newport was un- 


doubtedly visited by more than one voyager 
before any permanent settlement was made, 
and it is incredible, if the tower was in ex- 
istence, that it should never Lave been al- 
luded to by anybody in log-book\or journal, 
till Governor Arnold speaks of ‘it as his 
windmill. 

Dr. Palfrey says, moreover, that the Ar- 
nold family is supposed to have come from 
Warwickshire, England. Governor Arnold 
had a farm which he called “Leamington 
Farm,” and in Warwickshire there is Leam- 
ington, three miles from which, at Chester- 
ton, is a round stone mill the counterpart 
of that at Newport. 

The tradition in regard to this mill is 
that it was from a design by Inigo Jones. 
If so, it was probably built when Arnold 
was a boy, or not long before, and would 
be, as the work of an eminent architect, 
the admiration of the country round about. 
What more natural than that Governor 
Arnold, when advanced in life, should fre- 
produce, as nearly as he could, an edifice 
supposed to be a masterpiece of architec- 
ture of its kgpd, and endeared to him by 
all the memories and associations of his 
early home? . 

Longfellow, in his poem, “The Skeleton 
in Armor,” memorializes the old stone 
tower and associates it in some connection 
with the finding of the skeleton at 
River, the manufacturing city nearby.

I think I may with propriety cite a few 
instances to prove this assertion, for as I 
understand it you intend by your editorial 
on this subject to arouse public opinion. 

A Few Instances. 

Two men were convicted of the murder 
of a harmless, old, crippled negro, one being 
given a life ‘sentence and the other fifteen 
years in the penitentiary. The former was 
pardoned within three years after his con- 
viction, and I am having to try his sons for 
violating other laws of the state, he having 
left the country soon after his release. The 
sentence of fifteen years on the other was 
cut to about one and a half years, and for 
the last three years I have been having to 
deal with this man for violating the laws of 
the state. The conviction in each case was 
so overwhelmingly supported by the evidence 
that no modtion for‘a new trial was pressed. 
Subsequently another man was convicted* 
of murder, the case was reviewed in the su- 
preme court and the conviction affirmed. In 
his pardon was secured so pri- 
vately that counsel assisting the solicitor 
general and the solicitor general who ex- 
pected to fight the application for pardon 
never. knew of it until it had betn granted 
and the convict was a free man. Another 
man convicted of an unmentionable crime 
with his own daughter was sent to prison and 
pardoned after only a year and a half. He 
returned home to resume his relations with 
his victim, and when she and her mother 
sought to appeal to the law for protection 
he followed them to the courthouse, seeking 
to intimidate them, and when they had 
braved more certain danger than ever faced 
soldiers on a battlefield and secured a war- 
rant for his arrest, this object of clemency 
sought to take the life of the sheriff at the 
door of the courthouse, when that officer 
arrested him, and but for the great physical 
strength of the sheriff he would have suc- 
ceeded in doing so. This daughter, who was 
a necessary witness against the defendant, 
died before the trial, evidently from abuses 
inflicted upon her person by this man, who 
later fled the country. ; 

I have sentenced men to the penitentiary 
and the chaingang having criminal records 
in the courts, and have seen them relieved 
upon the payment of small fines. I have 
never heard of any feason being given for 
this interference by the executive with the 
sentences of the court, except that the con. 
vict and his counsel desired it. 

Is It Any Wonder?

prized in Georgia for at least a dozen years 
past? While I believe our governors have 
been too lax in the matter of pardons an@ 
the commutation of sentences, I believe they 
have striven to find good men for the supe- 
rior court bench when -appointments fell to 
them, and I do not suppose it will be denied 
that they have succeeded in doing so. f 
hardly think so well informed.a person as the 
legislator you quote would exempt the coun- 
ties of Bibb, Chatham, Floyd, Fulton and 
Richmond from their full share in the reign 
of lawlessness in this state, and yet in these 
most largely populated counties of the state 
every superior court judge owes his appoint- 
ment originally to appointment rather than 
to popular election. The judges who preside 
there cannot enforce the law unaided by those 
forces which you hope to arouse by your 
campaign against lawlessness. These large 
cities, so well officered, have done, and are 
doing, much to break down respect for the 
law, not only in their midst but throughout 
the state. The city of Savannah, through 
one of its great arms of travel and traffic, 


each summer puts on 
with its extremely low rates of fare into 
middle and north Georgia, and carries men 
and boys from these sections into that great 
old city that they may see and taste the hore 
rible fact that a law of the great state of 
Georgia has been smitten. and Les bleeding 
at her feet.

mentioned. If he should succeea in securing 
the enactment of this law and some foreign 
dealer proposes to advertise in the Atlanta 
papers a scheme by which he can suppl 
our people with a contraband article, sho 
handy and specially designed for taking hy- 
man life, I hope the papers, unlike the rafj- 
roads, will refuse to become the avenue of 
exchange between the dealer and the mur- 
derer.

With the 12 o’clock 
strike today the doors and windows 
in the postoffice section of the federal 
building will close and then there'll be 
nothing doing again until 1913 1s on 
its second day of life. 

Not a stamp necessary for the mail- 
ing of a parcel could be had Tuesday 
afternoon, although many applicants 
declared the new stamp was wanted to 
deliver New Year remembrances. 

“The parcels post becomes effective 
at midnight,” said the stamp venders 
at the stamp windows, “and we can’t 
accommodate you now. Sorry, but 
you'll have to wait or send your pack- 
ages by the messenger boy as you have 
been doing in the past.” 

Stamps go On sale at 7 
morning.

Wants Castro. 

Cipriano Castro, ‘the self-styled 
man of destiny,” voluntarily left 
Venezuela in 1908 and has since been 
an exile in Europe. He attempted tuo 
return to the West Indies in 1909, but 
the European powers’ decided hig 
presence wasS & menace to peace in 
South America and forced him to re- 
turn to Kurope. 

After a series of complications and 
much diplomatic trouble with Great 
Britain, France, Holland anda the 
United States, Castro sailed from Ven- 
ezuela in November 1968, saying ne 
was going to Berlin for medical treat- 
nent. He left Vice President Gomez 
aS acting president. One month later 
there was an uprising in Caracas, and 
Gomez declared himself president. 

Castro protested from Berlin, but 
took no active step until March, 1909, 
when he sailed from France,’ bound 
for Trinidad. 

Kxpelled From Martinique. 

The British government told him he 
would not be allowed to land in Trin- 
idad, so he disembarked at Martin- 
ique. France promptly decided to ex- 
pel him from this island, and the 
local authorities one day broke into 
his room in spite of his angry prv- 
tests that he was a sick man, and 
ae him on board a steamer for 
‘Trance, 

Since this experience, Castro has 
been living in Spain and other parts 
of Europe in-seclusion. A few weeks 
ago he appeared in Paris and ten days 
ago sailed for New York. Previous 
to 1908 Castro had never traveled De- 
yond the confines of northern South 
America. He was born in the Venez- 
uelan Andes, about 1844. He secured 
the presidency of Venezuela by a sue- 
cessful revolution in 1899. He is cred- 
ited with having a considerable for- 
tune.

Washington, December 31—The 
United States government will gladly 
Waive all impediments to General 
Cipriano Costro leaving America 
quickly for Europe jn any manner he 
pleases, according to a statement to- 
night by Secretary Nagel, of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. 

“I have given General Castro per- 
mission to be interviewed and permis- 
sion to have his photograph taken and 
I will certainly do anything in my 
power to facilitate his departure by 
any steamer,” said the secretary. .

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Craig Arrested for Murder 
of Helene Knabe 


STAINED KIMONO IN CASE 


Undertaker Ragsdale Accused of 
Conceiling Crime---Death of Helene 
Knabe Long a Mystery. 


— — 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 31.—Dr. 
William B. Craig, president of a vet- 
erinary college, who, with Alonzo M. 
Ragsdale, an undertaker, was indicted 
in connection with the murder of Dr. 
Helene Knabe on October 1911, ap- 
peared in criminal court late today and 
was released under $15,000 bond. Rags- 
dale was in Columbus, Ind., but prob- 
ably will appear in court tomorrow 
and give bond. Craig was indicted 
for murder and Ragsdale as an ac- 
cessory after the fact, being charged 
with having ccncealed evidence after 
the murder was committed. 

She Urged Him to Marry Her. 

was learned in the evidence sub- 
mitted to the grand jury that Dr. 
Knabe had insisted upon Dr. 
marrying her just a night or two be- 
fore the woman was found dead, The 
two had been friends for many years 
and were often together, but seldom 
eeen together in public places. Dr. 
Craig often took her riding in hig au- 
tomobile, according to testimony, and 
it was shown that Dr. Knabe enjoyed 
his society. 

The indictments were returned after 
an investigation of thé mysterious 
case made by a private detective 
agency, which was hired by a number 
of women of the city, and which made 
a report to the grand jury. 

The police after a lengthy examina- 
tion at the time of the murder re- 
ported that Dr. Knabe died by her own 
hand and dropped the case. Coroner 
Durham, however, who examined many 
witnesses at his inquest, returned a 
verdict that the woman was murdered 
by persons unknown. Women of In- 
dGianapolis, led by Dr. Amelia Keller, 
an associate of Dr. Knabe, raised a 
fund of $2,500 as a reward for the 
conviction of Dr. Knabe's murderer. 

Dr. Craig has long been mentioned 
in connection with the case and dur- 
ing the meeting of the grand jury 
last April was called before that bedy 
and questiuned several hours. At that 
time it was rumored an _ indictment 
would be returned against him and Dr, 
Craig made a statement denying any 
connection with the crime, 

Stained Kimono Figures in Case. 

Ragsdale’s indictment came ag a sure 
prise. His name was not used in the 
case until a short time ago, when he 
Was ordered by the grand iury to pro- 
duce before it a silk kimono which it 
was known Dr. Knabe had been accus- 
tomed to wear when answering pro- 
fessional calls at her door late ut 
night. A piece was cut from the hem 
of the garment, and it is 
chemical analysis showed it to have 
been stained by human blood, and that 
it had been washed in a strone cher- 
ical’ solution. Ragsdale, who was 
mMinistrator of Dr. Knabe's estate, 
Plained that the kimono was found 
her apartment and left in liis

no value. The detectives’ 
clared that the sworn 
Augusta Knabe, the 
Katherine McPherson, the office girl, 
and Coroner Durham showed that the 
kimono was not in the room when 
body was found. 

Dr. Knabe’s body was found about 8 
o'clock on the morning of October 
1911, by Miss McPherson when 
came to work. The police were not 
notified for more than an hour thie 
girl, who called the doctor's sister and 
other associates.

Details of Woman Doctor's Life. 

The detective in report to the 
grand jury goes into details of the life 
of the doctor, and especially 
after she became acquainted 
Craig, years ago in the state 
tories, where she was employed 
pathologist. She resigned and in’ 1999 
‘Dr. Craig gave her a place as lecturer 
in the veterinary college of which 
is the head. 

Later trouble occurred at the college 
and the lectures ceased for a time, but 
were resumed and continued until just- 
before the woman was killed. 

That Dr. Knabe was a persistent vis- 
itor at the home of Dr. Craig for two 
weeks just prior to her death is a 
statement in the detectives’ report. 

Statements credited to Mrs. Ten- 
nant, Dr. Craig's housekeeper, regzard- 
ing a visit to the home,of Dr. Knabe 
are produced in the report as coming 
from Dr. Eva B. Templeton, a frien] 
of Dr. Knabe, whose services were ob- 
tained by the detective in interviewing 
Mrs. Tennant. The detective did not 
wish to make himself known to Mrs. 
Tennant. 

The report states: 

“That Dr. Knabe arrived at the Craiz 
home while the family was at supper, 
and was asked to eat. She declined, 
saying she was not hungry. 

Quarreled About Marriage. 


“After the meal Dr. Knabe and Craig 
talked in another room and a quarrel! 
arose in which their proposed mar- 
riage was discussed.
